Don’t  delay  - show  them  this  issue  of  THE  TRAIL  today l Here  are  a few 
things  you  will  want  to  be  talking  over  in  advance  with  Mother  and  Dad l 

FIRST,  about  duffel  bags  and  camp  trunks  or  lockers.  A little  later  on,  full 
information  will  be  sent  to  parents  regarding  your  camp  clothes  and  equipment. 
Most  parents  already  have  the  information.  Some  like  to  use  duffel  bags;  0 
others  suitcases;  and  still  others  prefer  small  flat  trunks.  In  a number  of  v- 
cases  parents  have  had  made  a stout  wooden  box,  with  hinges  and  padlock,  and 
this  is  a very  good  idea.  BIG  WARDROBE  TRUNKS  SHOULD  NEVER  BE  BROUGHT  TO  CAMP.j- 
It  is  best  to  have  a trunk  that  will  slip  under  a cot  - the  heighth  of  which  j'j 
should  not  be  more  than  13"  - and  the  width  and  length  do  not  matter  so  much.  ! ’

SECONDLY,  we  would  like  to  suggest  the  use  of  laundry  mailing  cases  again.  Fof 
many  years  parents  have  been  mailing  a box  of  fresh  laundry  each  week,  and  the 
camper  each  week  returns  a box  of  soiled  clothes.  To  keep  this  exchange  work- 
ing on  schedule,  there  really  should  be  two  laundry  mailing  boxes  for  a family 
This  plan  also  makes  it  unnecessary  to  ship  all  of  your  clothes  to  camp  at  the 
start  of  the  camping  period.  Moreover,  it  is  the  safest  way  to  ship  laundry 
and  make  sure  the  campers  has  clean  clothes.  At  the  close  of  camp  it’s  a good 
way  to  send  things  home,  since  boys  sometimes  become  careless  in  wrapping  boxes 

THIRDLY,  a word  about  camper  insurance*  This  plan  has  been  in  operation  for 
several  years  and  we  are  ready  again  to  give  it  our  hearty  approval.  The  cost 
is  low,  $3.50  for  the  five  week  camping  term,  with  a 48-hour  travel  coverage, 
both  ways,  and  it  covers  trips  away  from  camp  under  camp  direction.  The  limit 
of  reimbursement  is  $250  per  accident,  $100  for  sickness,  and  $500  for  accident- 
al death.  No  one  anticipates  accidents  or  sickness,  and  the  Camp  Miniwanca 
health  and  safety  record  is  an  enviable  one,  and  we  shall  do  everything  in  our 
power  to  keep  it  so.  Coverage  of  this  kind,  however,  is  very  desirable  pro- 
tection. Full  details  will  be  sent  later,  including  the  name  and  address  of 
the  insuring  company  to  which  all  applications  should  be  sent. 

FOURTHLY,  concerning  travel  plans,  it  is  a bit  early  to  discuss  details.  Ful] 
information  is  being  sought  from  the  various  railroads,  bus  companies,  air  line 
and  steamship  lines  and  complete  details  regarding  travel  will  later  be  sent 
the  parents  of  all  registered  campers.  It  is  anticipated  that  our  travel  plan^ \ 
will  be  very  much  as  they  were  last  summer.  Perhaps  this  year  many  parents 
will  be  interested  in  driving  their  children  to  camp. 


FIFTHLY,  it  is  suggested  that  early  consideration  be  given  to  the  way  in  which 
you  plan  to  MARK  ALL  ITEMS  OF  CLOTHING  AND  EQUIPMENT.  We  recommend  name  labels 
for  clothing  and  bedding.  Adhesive  tape  is  usable  on  some  items.  It  is  very 
IMPORTANT  THAT  EVERY  ITEM  BE  IDENTIFIED’. 


LASTLY,  a suggestion  in  connection  with  camp  correspondence.  Many  parents  find-.- 
it  helpful  to  sit  down  with  their  sons  and  talk  over  this  matter  of  how  many 
letters  they  must  write  during  the  camping  period  and  to  whom.  Sometimes  lists 
of  complete  names  and  addresses  are  furnished,  and  in  other  cases  envelopes  anc 
postcards  that  have  been  stamped  and  addressed  are  provided.  We  shall  continue 
to  do  all  we  can  to  encourage  the  youngsters  to  write  regularly  and  in  an  in- 
teresting manner.  And  our  final  thought  would  be  to  consider  the  whole  matter 
of  how  much  tc^-spend  in  the  Crafthouse.  We  try  to  keep  the  costs  downl
